Guess to Gregg’s Survey. 


One of the most peculiar records on 
the books in the Rush county court 
house, is one which dates back in 
1871. on the county survey on record. 
If it reflects the spirit of the times, 
let ns not refer to that period as the 
“ good old days.” 
But fortunately 
there ^is but one dark page in 
the 
records ot a year, and we guess that 
good w ill and friendly feelings pre­ 
dominated then as it does now. 
B ut the record shows that in draw­ 
ing a line, one'man “ drew the lin e” 
w hile another declared he was a “ ly ­ 
in g .” 
It is a case of “ back tracting” 
over a tract of land, and little wonder 
that a fistic battle did not occur for 
the “ lands sakes.” 
The dispute arose over a survey on 
the oldjBrooks farm i> Union township 
made by J. O. Gregg, then 
Rush 
county 
surveyor. 
There 
was some 
difference about a field which lay in 
the southeast corner of the tract, one 
contending that it contained 20 acres, 
w hile another 
declared there were 
88.08 acres in the.fteld. 
At any rate, the follow ing is J. U. 
G regg’s report, which shows conclu­ 
sively that Mosley Brooks was a man 
of his “ own convictions,” and could 
not be called a “ running brook:” 
“ I was called on to survey and d i­ 
vide the southeast square of this sec­ 
tion in 1871 by W illiam Brooks. 
I 
started to find the center of the sec­ 
tion by cross lines, but was prevented 
from doing so by tho bull headedness 
of M osley Brooks, who insisted that 
I should locate 
said center by his 
guess. 
And the parties subm itting to 
his say, we did so. 
Consequently the 
whole survey is only guess work. 
J. 
C. Gregg, County Surveyor.” 
Another survey of the whole tract 
was made in 1876 by County Surveyor 
R. R. Spencer. 
H is report says in es­ 
tablishing 
corners 
of 
the 
tract: 
“ There being no objections made to 
the corner stones set by .T. C. Gregg 
(placed by Gregg on Brook’s guess, 
and bull headedness’ ) I regard them 
as correct, notw ithstanding 
his re­ 
markable record as above, because I 
have 
more 
confidence 
in 
Mosley 
Brooks’ guess than I would have in a 
survey made bv G regg.”

The buyers stood around and marveled 
at thoir'size,declaring that they were 
too big for their trade.

whole lot, was disposed of to the United 
Dressed Beef Company of N ew York at 
5.75 per hundred pounds.

State Health Board Determined 


that Only Pure Drugs and 


Food 
be 
Sold 


The State Board of 
Health has sent 
letters to nearly 800 druggists of the 
State informing them as to the analy­ 
sis of the samples found at their stores 
and advising them that the practice of 
selling such products must cease. 
In many cases druggists and grocers 
objected to an inspection of 
their 
stores aud refused to sell samples of 
drugs to the inspectors, but they were 
given'to'understand that the law com­ 
pelled them to do so and they ac­ 
quiesced w ithout further trouble. 
In 
all the inspectors'gathered about 1000 
samples of drugs for analysis.

A series of interesting and instrnc 
tive primer lessons have been com 
plied by that great teacher—Time. 
We 
print the follow ing dealing with mu 
nicipal plants, and what should be 
done regarding them : “ The subject of 
depreciation is w ell worthy of the 
careful consideration of those who are 
prone to ignore that item in estim ating 
the cost of lights supplied by munici 
pal plants. 
But as more people own 
horses than lighting plants it may be 
helpful to consider 
depreciation as 
applied to horses. 
You pay $350 for 
a five-year-old 
horse. 
That’s original cost. 
If you 
borrow the monev you must pay in ­ 
terest on it. 
If yon don’t borrow it 
you lose the interest you would get if 
you didn’t buy the horse. 
Either way 
i f s interest. 
You feed'tbe horse, and 
perhaps hire a man to take care of 
him. 
That’s operating expenses. 
You 
get him shod occasionally and call in 
the veterinary when he is sick. That’s 
renewals and repairs. 
After a few 
years, in spite of the best of care, the 
horse is no 'longer capable of doing 
the required work and is sold for 150, 
a loss of $200 as compared w ith the 
original cost. 
That’s depreciation. 
If 
you haven’t laid that by year by year 
out of the horse’s earnings, you’ve got 
to borrow it to buv a new' horse, and 
you may not find it easy to do so if 
you haven’t repaid the original loan. 
That’s what 
happens to m unicipal 
plants that don’t provide an adequate 
depreciation fund.”

short session of Congress. 
The d is­ 
patch says: 
Congressman Watson returned from 
Indiana today. 
He had a conference 
soon 
after 
his arrival 
with Gen. 
Grosvenor, chairman of the com m ittee 
on nierchant’marine and fisheries, and 
later he was closeted for a good w hile 
with Speaker Cannon w hile they con­ 
sidered in detail the 
provisions of 
the ship-snbsidy bill, which passed 
the Senate at the last session, and 
whch is 
pending before the House 
Committee on Merchant Marine and 
fisheries, of which Mr. 
Watson is a 
member. After the conference between 
Mr. Watson and the speaker, the In­ 
diana congressman announced in the 
most positive terms that he w ill not 
vote to report the bill out of com­ 
m ittee. 
“ The objections to it are numerous 
and v ita l,” he said. 
“ I am in favor 
of a bill to build up our commerce 
w ith the South American conntries. 
but I w ill not support a general shlp- 
subsidy bill. 
I think we should pas* 
a bill that would enlarge our com ­ 
merce w ith South America and give 
us entrance to the splendid fields of 
trade that are now gleaned by Europe. 
This is ’the policy that Secretary 
Root 
is urging after his trip into 
asouth America, where he made an e x ­ 
haustive study of conditions.” 
Congressman Watson’s positive an­ 
nouncement that he w ill oppose all 
efforts to report the pending measure 
puts a barrier in the way of ship sub­ 
sidy legislation that w ill be difficult 
to overcome.

Indianapolis, Iud., Decem ber 
6 . — 
Senator T 
T. Moore of G reencastle 
will ask the next legislature to enact 
a 
“blanket” rem onstrance law good 
for five years. 
He is the author of the 
Moore am endm ent to the Nicholson 
bill. 
However, he said today: 
“The 
only bill that I shall draft and pre­ 
sent will be a m easure to regulate 
proof In rem onstrance cases. 
It will 
be practically the sam e bill th at I in­ 
troduced two years ago. 
At th at time 
It met defeat afte r my two-year re­ 
m onstrance m easure had passed. Many 
of the legislators declared that the 
latter m easure was enough to pass at 
one session. 
Hut In view of recent 
decisions of the suprem e court I be­ 
lieve that it is Im perative that a law 
relating 
to 
proof 
in 
rem onstrance 
cases be passed at this session. 
The 
m easure that I shall introduce shall 
provide that in rem onstrance cases, 
w here the eligibility qualifications of 
three-fourths of the signers is not 
questioned, that the applicant for the 
liquor license shall specifically desig­ 
nate the persons who, according to his 
opinion, art' not qualified to sign the 
rem onstrance.”

Argum ent in the proceedings of the 
Indiana railw ay com m ission to m an­ 
date the United S tates Express com­ 
pany, the Adams Express company 
and the Am erican Express com pany to 
deliver goods to aux point in a city 
to which 
they are consigned, 
was 
heard by the full bench of th e superi­ 
or court and Judge ll C. Allen of the 
circuit court. 
Th** com m ission is try­ 
ing to uphold the law enacted by the 
legislature in 1901 providing for the 
delivery of packages to any point in 
a city or town of over 3,000 w ithout 
extra charge. 
In Indianapolis th e ex­ 
press com panies are said to m ake an 
extra charge for all packages deliv­ 
ered outside a mile radius from the 
center of the city. 
The* com m ission 
is also asking th at th e com panies be 
compelled to pay penalties am ounting 
to several thousand dollars for viola­ 
tion of the law. 
T he express com pa­ 
nies insist that the law of 1901 is in­ 
valid because it conflicts with the in­ 
terstate com m erce law, and that the 
commission cannot m aintain action to 
0 0 m pel them to pay penalties, as it 
has not proved discrim ination. 
The 
com m ission has taken sim ilar steps 
against the Postal and W estern Union 
Telegraph companies. 


The railroad commission hopes to 
bring about a harm onious agreem ent 
between the E. & T. IL. the E. & I., 
the Southern Indiana and the Big 
Four about the handling of coal, w ith­ 
out going to the extrem e of pushing 
the suit for an injunction against the 
Big Four to prevent it from diverting 
the cars of the three other roads m en­ 
tioned. to other lines. 
The suit really 
has not been filed for action. 
It is 
lodged with a clerk at the court-house, 
but has not been spread of record in 
the regular way it will have to be if 
it is to be acted on. 
The commission 
is hopeful since the E. & T. H. and 
the E 
& 
I. 
lifted 
their 
em bargo 
against the Big Four, that the South­ 
ern Indiana will follow suit. 
Then if 
the com m ission ean get the Big Four 
to agree to return the other road's 
cars prom ptly, the purpose of the suit j 
will be accomplished w ithout going 
to trial. 
The coal operators and deal­ 
ers are anxiously aw aiting the out­ 
com e, as th eir business is badly crip­ 
pled under the present conditions.
